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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
discloses in general a method of percutaneously accessing a renal collection system by 
inserting a guidewire, percutaneously inserting an elongated tube which is expandable 
over the guidewire, and expanding the tube. Siee EP 0206553. However, the tube is not 
released from a constraining tubular jacket by tearing the jacket along a score line or 
along a perforation. Although splittable sheaths were known, there is no evidence of 
record which would lead one skilled in the art to conclude that it would have been 
obvious to have placed one of these splittable sheaths around the tube of the -'553 
device as a constraining jacket and then tearing the jacket along a score or perforation 
in the percutaneous accessing of a renal collection system.
